3,000 parking spots to open

Potentially 3,000 new park¬ 
ing spots will be available to 
Detroit Metro Airport users 
and others visiting Romulus by 
sometime this week. 

The Romulus City Council - 
minus two members -- unani¬ 
mously approved a 60 day tem- 
porary seal from Mayor 
William Oakley for the open¬ 
ing of Quik Park on Merriman 
road in Romulus. 

Missing from the meeting 
were Council members Do¬ 
nald Morris and Debbie Ro¬ 
ma k. 

Julie Allison, general man¬ 
ager of the parking facility, had 
written a letter to the council 
on Dec. 21, asking for a chance 


to offer her firm’s request ver¬ 
bally Monday night. 

The opening of the parking 
lot first was tied to the opening 
of the planned Red Roof Inn - 
now slated for about April 
1999. 

Then it was tied to the re¬ 
moval of large mounds of dirt 
at the site. 

In her letter, Allison said 
“due to weather conditions we 
were slowed down and not 
able to complete the removal. 
We will continue to remove the 
dirt as weather permits.” 

She added “we are request¬ 
ing permission to open. We 
have met all the council re¬ 
quirements with the exception 
of the dirt removal. We will 
have all the job completed by 
June of 1999. 


“The majority of the dirt has 
already been removed,” Al¬ 
lison wrote. 

Councilman William Crova 
-- who also serves as the coun¬ 
cil’s representative on the 
city’s Planning Commission - 
said the commissioners 
wanted to guarantee that there 
was a timely opening of the ho¬ 
tel. 

Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla said he had visited the 
site and felt the hotel construc¬ 
tion was proceeding in a 
timely fashion and that the 
parking lot area looked good. 

After appearing before the 
council, Allison (wife of Fire 
Chief David Allison) said the 
parking lot is state of the art 
and will offer 18 shiny brand 
npw shuttles. 


Forty five drivers will (or 
have been) hired and Quik 
Park employees will offer cus¬ 
tomers battery booster service 
as needed, she said. 

The cost to park will be 
$1.50 per hour, $6 per day or 
$36 per week. 

She expected the park to 
open early this week - possi¬ 
bly as early as Tuesday. 

In other council action, the 
new city auditing firm of 
Plante and Moran has been 
contracted to handle the city's 
audits for the next two years. 

The contract lists a cost of 
$34,800 for fiscal year 1998-99 
and $35,950 for the fiscal year 
1999-2000. 


plenty of rooms were available 
and local airlines availed 
themselves of the options for 
their passengers. 

A similar situation occured 
the following night (Christmas 
Eve), Conway said, but created 
less problems at Metro, be¬ 
cause fewer travelers were 
heading in those directions. 

On Christmas Day most of 
the more serious travel prob¬ 
lems were alleviated, he said, 
but it added to the concept 
that when traveling around the 
holidays, air travelers should 
plan to leave at least two hours 
travel time. 

Another problem devel¬ 
oped on Monday morning, Con¬ 
way said, causing about a 45 
minute delay for travelers. The 
problem was a breakdown of a 
United Airlines owned magno- 
meter (one of the two metal de¬ 
tectors being used in 
Concourse A). Thus Wayne 
County was forced to replace 
the unit owned by United Air¬ 
lines with one of its own. 

While New Year’s Eve traf¬ 
fic will be heavy, Conway ex- 
plained, the heaviest 
upcoming traffic at the airport 
is expected to come on Sunday 
(when many area residents 
will be returning home from 
their holiday jaunts around 
the nation. 

Metro Airport officials will 
be anxious to hear travelers’ 
opinions on the changes at the 
airport in recent months. 

Having just lived through 
one of the toughest years in the 
past decade or two, workers at 
the airport are hoping that this 
major holiday -- the last in 1998 
will be a winning one for their 
self esteem. 

Conway and others are hop¬ 
ing that travelers will have a 
much brighter memory of 
using the airport this past 
week than they did this spring 
or summer. 

Earlier this year, Metro Air¬ 
port was beset with labor slow¬ 
downs prior to the devastating 
Northwest Airlines strike. 

Area and regional media 
conducted surveys that gave 
the airport extremely low 
marks for everything from on 
time arrivals, baggage recov¬ 
ery delays and supposedly un¬ 
friendly staff members at both 
Northwest and Metro Airport 
in general. 

New Airport Director David 
Katz took on a number of pro¬ 
jects - particularly during the 
downtime caused by the sum¬ 
mer strike - that he hopes will 
begin the big turn around in 
airport images. 

Katz is hopeful that the im¬ 
proved parking area near 
Davey Terminal-, remodeled 
restrooms and the addition of 
airport informational desks 
and personnel will create 
some positive feedback from 
the public after the holiday pe¬ 
riod.

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Teens charged with murder

Instead of spending the hol¬ 
idays with their families and 
opening up Christmas gifts on 
Christmas Day with loved 
ones, two Westland John Glenn 
students spent the holidays in 
the Wayne County Juvenile De¬ 
tention Facility charged with 
the murder of their friend. 

Accused student killers 
Stephen Rains, 14, and Jason 
Blevins, 15, were arraigned on 
Wednesday before Judge Syl¬ 
via James in 22nd District 
Court. 

The two Glenn freshmen are 
charged with beating to death 
Jeffrey Joseph Firman, whose 
bludgeoned body was discov¬ 
ered on Dec. 19 on the football 
field of the old Cherry Hill 
High School. 

The high school building, lo¬ 
cated at 28500 Avondale, in the 
city of Inkster, is presently be¬ 
ing utilized as a charter 
school, the Academy of De¬ 
troit. 

Standing alongside their 
court-appointed attorneys on 
Wednesday in the courtroom, 
Rains, a 5-foot-0, 110-pound 
freshman, and Blevins, a taller 
and more muscular-looking 
teen, stood mute when asked 
how they pleaded to the mur¬ 
der charge. 


Judge James entered pleads 
of “not guilty” for the defen¬ 
dants, who appeared stunned 
at the court proceedings and 
the attention given them by the 
TV cameras and media. 

James told the defendants 
that the charge would be 
“open murder” because the 
facts of the case had not been 
presented. If convicted on the 
charge, both Rains and 
Blevins may spend the rest of 
their lives behind bars. 

When James asked Rains 
whether he could afford an at¬ 
torney, he stood silent, then 
shook his head. She said that a 
court-appointed attorney 
would be provided, if the de¬ 
fendant qualified. 

The court proceedings were 
interrupted by Blevins' uncle 
when the defendant also was 
asked if he was able to hire an 
attorney. 

As Blevins replied in the 
negative, the uncle stood up 
and said that the family is in 
the process of hiring an attor¬ 
ney. 

James chastised the relative 
for interrupting the court pro¬ 
ceedings, but allowed him to 
speak. 

No facts about the homi¬ 
cide, Inkster's 12th of the year, 
were disclosed during the ar¬ 
raignment. Judge James said 
that bond would be set at 
$300,000 cash for each defen¬ 


dants and, after receiving as¬ 
surances from legal counsel 
that a Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor would be available on Mon¬ 
day to present the state’s case 
against the two defendants, 
Judge James scheduled a 9 
a.m. Monday, Jan. 4 prelimi¬ 
nary examination. 

Blevins and Rains are ac¬ 
cused of beating up Firman, 
who was left on the football 
field were he apparently died. 
According to the Wayne 
County Medical Examiner Of¬ 
fice’s Report, death was 
caused by blunt force trauma 
to the head. 

Inkster detectives Tony Ab¬ 
dallah and Greg Hill would not 
speculate on motive. Both offi¬ 
cers were in the courtroom on 
Wednesday to assist the pros¬ 
ecutor, but did not discuss the 
case after the court adjourned.

But, according to published 
reports. Hill and Abdallah fol¬ 
lowed a trail of evidence pro¬ 
vided them by Westland John 
Glenn students who reportedly 
informed them that Rains and 
Blevins had bragged to them 
about beating up the victim. 

The two Inkster detectives 
arrested the juveniles after an 
interview. They received 
waivers from juvenile authori¬ 
ties to try the defendants as 
adults. 


Prosecutor gets Peaches 
and Cream sex cases 


Some 139 alleged “sex club” 
patrons and its management 
will have to get their sexual 
kicks from other than a 
Westland-based club that po¬ 
lice said provided “life sex” in¬ 
side the building. 

The club was closed after 
Westland and area law enfor¬ 
cement officers raided the 
hall. 

Located in a strip mall at 
Venoy and Cherry Hill roads, 
the club apparently catered to 
local swingers, including 
scores from the cities of West- 
land, Wayne, Inkster, and 
Dearborn Heights. 

Westland police, with the 
help of M.S.E.T., a specialized 
handpicked unit of law enfor¬ 
cement officers, raided the 
club during the early morning 
hours of Dec. 20 and took 139 
persons into custody. 

M.S.E.T. is the specialized 
group of police officers that 
raided the Melody Theater in 
August of this year and ar¬ 
rested some 40 patrons and 
closed down the infamous Ink¬ 
ster adult movie house. Nine 
of those arrested in the raid 
will answer to felony charges 
in February of 1999. 

In the latest raid, county 


prosecutors are going over the 
evidence to determine if they 
have cases against those taken 
into police custody. 

“The paper work has been 
forwarded to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office so 
that they can make a deter¬ 
mination on who and what 
charges will be filed on those 
who were rounded up over 
there. 

“The raid, however, was 
mainly handled by Westland 
police. They did an excellent 
job,” said an M.S.E.T. officer, 
who spoke on a condition of 
anonymity. 

According to reports, offi¬ 
cers witnessed various sexual 
acts on the dance floor of the 
establishment known on web¬ 
site and in the area as the 
Peaches N’ Cream. 

Reportedly, the prosecutor 
is considering charges against 
only half of the people nabbed 
in the raid, and those charges 
may include gross indecency 
or lewd conduct. 

“Most were there only as 
spectators,” one officer said. 

While little information 
about the Peaches N’Cream 
was available at press time on 
Monday, the business appar¬ 


ently publicized their program 
on a website geared to 
“swingers.” 

On website, Peaches and 
Cream has been described as 
“a social club that caters to all 
levels of the lifestyle.” 

“The new hall is fabulous 
with loads of room, big dance 
floor, great bar area and an 
outer lobby with a pool table.” 

The computer site also 
states that “Bill & Liz are the 
gracious hosts of this dance 
and have taken great pleasure 
in providing a club for the 
swinging community for the 
past tw«e~years. With their 
move to the new locations, 
they are forging ahead to es 
tablishing a social club that ca¬ 
ters to all levels of lifestyle on 
a weekly basis...” 

Wayne County prosecutors 
are also considering filing 
charges against the club 
owners for selling liquor on 
premise without a license. 

A police informant had told 
police that there were actual 
sex acts performed inside the 
building. 

Police conducted a five- 
week long investigation before 
the raid was conducted. 


Police identify car- 
bus accident fatality

Northville Township po¬ 
lice have identified the vic¬ 
tim in a fatal car- school bus 
crash that occurred in the 
township on Wednesday. 

Police said that the vic¬ 
tim. Denise Johnson, 43, was 
fatally injured when she ap¬ 
parently lost control of 
her vehicle on Sheldon 
Road, south of Seven Mile, 
and crashed into a Wayne- 
Westland Community 
School bus occupied by 


seven students from the dis¬ 
trict. 

The school bus driver 
was shaken up but not seri¬ 
ously injured. None of the 
children were injured, ac¬ 
cording to township police. 

Northville Township 
Safety Director Chip Snider 
said that the department’s 
investigation into the traffic 
fatality is incomplete. The 
probe continues. 

“We are not certain what 
caused this fatal accident,” 
Snider said. “But our de¬ 
partment is continuing its 


investigation.” 

The head-on collision oc¬ 
curred around 3 p.m. John¬ 
son, who resides in the 
18000 block of Mark Twain 
Street in the city of Detroit, 
was alone in her vehicle 
when the accident oc¬ 
curred. 

Police believe that John¬ 
son’s car may have hit a 
patch of ice in the road that 
caused her to lose control of 
her vehicle. She was re¬ 
ported dead on arrival at St. 
Mary’s Hospital in the city of 
Livonia.

Step on a crack, 
tennis player's back

High school tennis cried 
foul over Canton High School 
cratered tennis courts last Au¬ 
gust. 

Barb Hanosh, Canton tennis 
coach, appeared at a 
Plymouth-Canton school board 
meeting and called the courts 
an “embarrassment” for a 
large district. She also called 
them a danger. 

“For two high schools of the 
size that we are, in a commu¬ 
nity that is as able of support¬ 
ing this as it is, it’s humiliating 
that those are the kind of con¬ 
ditions we have to deal with. 
Any school within our confer¬ 
ence, they each have if not six 
courts for themselves, than 
eight or 10 per school. 

And we’re currently work¬ 
ing in four which are in awful 


condition,” said Hanosh. 

Her players appeared in 
force to back up her charges. 

“The courts are in awful 
shape, there’s cracks all over, 
the nets sink. There’s sand all 
over the place, I’ve even 
skinned my knee a couple of 
times,” said Mark Coats, who 
plays on Salem’s tennis team 
and practices on the PCEP 
courts over the summer. 

Rather than take respon¬ 
sibility for the deep cracks, 
each one a trip wire for 
players young ankles, Superin¬ 
tendent Chuck Little fobbed 
off the blame on Jerry Vorva, 
who has been holding up the 
district’s construction bond in 
litigation. 

“To get the kind of repair 
that you need and deserve, the 
place to go to get that kind of 
money is the 1997 bond,” Su¬ 


perintendent Chuck Little 
said, involing Vorva, but ne¬ 
glecting to blame other unnec- 
essary costs, such as 
settlements for employee ha¬ 
rassment suits or unnecessary 
buyouts [see frontpage story on 
lawsuit settlementl. 

Money from that bond issue 
was to go into the building of a 
new high school as well as 
many other improvements in 
existing schools including 
$300,000 to build new tennis 
courts for the high schools. 

“Without sounding harsh, or 
like we’re turning you away 
and throwing you to the 
wolves, but I think it’s time 
that people begin to call Jerry 
Vorva and tell him what his 
misdirected efforts are doing. 
He is the one who is blocking 
you from getting tennis 
courts,” Little said.

Canton Township 
plans growth for a change

After wisely turning down 
plans to finance developer 
Burton Katzman’s mega¬ 
development with millions of 
dollars of public funds in the 
fastest growing area in south¬ 
east Michigan, the township 
board finally came to its 
senses and came up with a 
growth plan for the two-mile 
stretch along Interstate 275, 
north of Cherry Hill and south 
of Coppernick. 

“We are looking for ways to 
limit development of more big 
boxes along Ford Road in the 
Lotz area,” said Melissa 
McLaughlin, a township 
trustee and planning commis¬ 
sioner. “We wanted to create a 
campus environment with 
open space, landscaping along 
interior roads, a unified storm 
water system, and to address 
some wetlands issues. We 
didn’t want everybody to have 
their own storm pond and dis¬ 
connected streets. We wanted 
to have guidelines in place 
when development happens. 
It’s not a question of if it will 
be developed, it’s only a ques¬ 
tion of when.” 

To do that, the board passed 
a corporate park overlay zon¬ 
ing district, forcing develop¬ 



ment in 10-acre parcels in the 
district. Owners of smaller 


property with others. 

McLaughlin said the overlay 
would encourage a different 
mix of construction than cur¬ 
rently appears in the sprawl¬ 
ing township. Residential, 
coffee shops, mid- and high- 
rise offices, light industrial, 
hotels, and theaters would be 
allowed, she said. 

“Off Interstate 275, the area 
is the eastern entrance to Can¬ 
ton,” said McLaughlin. “We 
wanted something to distin¬ 


guish us from the munici¬ 
palities to the west. It’s also im¬ 
portant for Canton to have a 
good image along Interstate 
275.” 

The growth plan was passed 
over the testy opposition of 
auto repair shop owner Robert 
McCausland, who owns 8.9 
acres within the district. Po¬ 
lice tossed McCausland out of 
a planning commission by po¬ 
lice when his protests became 
a wee bit heated.

Holiday tragedies take center stage 


Past holiday seasons have had their 
share of murder and mayhem in Western 
Wayne, but I can’t recall a Christmas sea¬ 
son when so many tragedies have taken 
center stage. 

Take for instance the Ypsilanti Town¬ 
ship man that is accused of murdering his 
estranged Canton wife. So the story goes, 
the man became incensed after his wife 
informed him that she was filing for di¬ 
vorce. The day after the wife was found 
dead in a Canton home she was sharing 
with her mother and four kids. One could 
chalk this off as just one more victim of a 
relationship gone sour, but during the hol¬ 
iday these tragedies become magnified. 
We think of Christmas as a time for joy 
and laughter, but in many cases it exudes 
loneliness, and in extreme situations, vio¬ 
lence. 

Violence certainly came front and cen¬ 
ter when a 15- year- old John Glenn stu¬ 
dent was found bludgeoned to death on a 
football field last week Jeffrey Firman, a 
Westland resident and excellent student 
didn’t get to open his Christmas gifts, be¬ 
cause two teenagers, allegedly drunk and 
in the mood to kick butt, beat Firman, so 
severely, that he never regained con¬ 
sciousness. We don’t expect brutal and 
senseless murders like this to take place 
in suburbia, but it happened, and during 
the holiday season to boot 

And then there’s Lee, The Rapist, who 
has preyed on a number of Western 
Wayne women this holiday season. Lee is 
linked to at least three reported rapes, be¬ 
cause they all originate in the suburbs 
and end in remote areas west of 
Belleville. The latest involved a Wayne 
woman who was picked up while walking 
to a Michigan Avenue store. Instead of 
seeing the inside of the store, the woman 
was forced to disrobe at knife-point and 
become the latest rape statistic. 

Five people narrowly escaped death 
when their third floor apartment caught 


fire in Inkster a 
couple of 
weeks ago. Al¬ 
though a holi¬ 
day tragedy be¬ 
cause much of 
the apartment 
complex was 
destroyed, the five, including a pregnant 
woman were heroically rescued by 
Inkster firefighters. 

One person died tragically when the car 
she was driving smashed into a Wayne- 
Westland Schools bus carrying students. 
Fortunately none of the seven students 
were injured but the 3&-year old driver of 
the car died shortly after the collision 
which occurred only a couple of days be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

I hope this isn’t a trend. These tragedies 
make great newspaper stories but tear 
apart the lives of those close to the situa¬ 
tions. 1999 is just around the comer and 
my wish for the new year is that the 
tragedy so prevalent in 1998 dissipates to 
a wimper in 1999.

What’s the point 
of attack on Iraq 

To the Editor: 

As usual, the politicians, pun¬ 
dits and media have misdirected 
us into arguing over two aspects 
of the current bombing of Iraq 
which mask the real question that 
needs to be addressed. 

The issues of the “timing” of 
the attack (which will never be re¬ 
solved) and whether or not bomb¬ 
ing is the right policy decision 
(questionable), have completely 
obscured the question of under 
whose authority is the attack 
against Iraq being canned out? 

When President Bush was 
preparing to launch the gulf war 
in 1991, he initially claimed the 
only authority he needed was a 
United Nations Security Council 
resolution. Eventually, he went to 
the Congress (albeit kicking and 
screaming) and obtained its ap¬ 
proval. (Just incidentally, the en¬ 
tire current Democratic leader¬ 
ship voted against giving him that 
authority.) 

In the current situation, Presi¬ 
dent Clinton was told in no uncer¬ 
tain terms that he had no authori¬ 
ty from the United Nations to at¬ 
tack Iraq by the Secretary Gener¬ 
al and the Security Council. Con¬ 
gress was not even consulted, 
much less giving its consenL 

Are we now at the point where 
the president (any president) can 
go to war on the assertion of a 
vague ‘Vital national interest”? 

Now that our military is under

Tax me out 
to the ballgame 

To the Editor: 

Here’s an interesting Sammy 
Sosa statistic you might not have 
heard this summer: Most of his 
home runs were hit in a privately 
funded ballbark. But alas, Chica¬ 
go’s Wrigley Field is a rarity-public 
financing of professional ball¬ 
parks has become as common as 
an infield fly. 

Take New York for instance. 
The Yankees broke a team atten¬ 
dance record this year, yet owner 
George Steinbrenner hopes to 
build a $1.1 billion stadium in 

Manhattan-largely financed by 
the taxpayer's. Of course the Mets 
would scream “foul” if the city 


built a stadium just for the Yan¬ 
kees. So they’re asking for at least 
$100 million of public booty to 
help underwrite a new $450 mil¬ 
lion ballpark of their own. 

Now I love sports as much as 
anyone, but if I’m going to pay big 
bucks to go to a baseball or foot¬ 
ball game, I don’t want to shell out 
a second time when I pay my tax¬ 
es. 

It isn’t just the big cities that 
are doing this, either. The city 
council of Round Rock, Texas, 
was delighted when baseball leg¬ 
end Nolan Ryan pledged $6 mil¬ 
lion to build a minor league park 
in their community. The problem: 
Residents of Round Rock were 
expected to come up with an ad¬ 
ditional $7 million. Fortunately a 
grass-roots petition threw a 
wrench in the deal and forced it 
onto the Nov. 3 ballot 

“It’s just corporate welfare,” 
David Oatman, one of Round 
Rock’s anti-stadium leader's, told 
the San Francisco Examiner. 

What’s truly indefeasible is the 
disregard stadium supporters 
have for democracy. In 1995 vot¬ 
ers in Seattle rejected a proposed 
sales-tax increase that would 
have been used to build a park for 
the Mariners. The legislature re¬ 
sponded by authorizing taxes for 


a new stadium and declaring it “a 
public emergency.” Worse yet the 
Washington Supreme Court 
agreed that the need for a new 
ballpark was indeed a public 
emergency. 

Voters have never been keen 
on spending their taxes on stadi¬ 
um. Flven in San Francisco-a city 
known for its welfare generosity- 

proposals to build the Giants a 
new home were rejected by the 
voter's four times. The team final¬ 
ly got the message, and now the 
Giants are raising $136 million 
and borrowing an additional $170 
million in private loans. 

And that's the way it should be. 
Professional spoils teams are big 
business and should rely on the 
free market, not corporate wel¬ 
fare. Unfortunately that’s fre¬ 
quently not the case. A 1991 study 
by the University of California at 
Berkeley determined that 79 of 
102 pro teams were playing in 
publicly owned stadiums and are¬ 
nas. 

Team owners often tout the 
economic benefits these venues 


bring to cities. And there’s no 
doubt new ballparks are good for 
local businesses during game 
days. What these owners seem to 
ignore, however, is an economic 
concept called “the substitution 
effect.” Simply put, consumers 
have a limited number of enter¬ 
tainment dollars. If they don’t 
spend this money at the ballpark, 
they will spend it at a concert, the 
bowling alley or a movie theater. 
The net gain to the city is thus far 
less than advertised. ‘ < 1 

Unfortunately the teams that 
receive the generous subsidies 
are unwilling to repay the gen¬ 
erosity of the taxpayers. Visitors 
to Washington, D.C., can tour the 
Lincoln Memorial or White 
House for free-because their tax 
dollars already paid for these 
magnificent structures. Somehow 
I don’t think that argument would 
get me into a Redskins game with¬ 
out a ticket

Tn Monday a power shovel knocked Canton’s first fire station, built in 1950 at the northeast corner of Canton Center Road and Cherry Hill, to 
mithereens while nostalgic firefighters watched The building, which had been expanded to 5,000 square feet before its death, had served as 
te clerk’s office and the former town hall. According to Fire Marshall Dave Champaign, top right, it hosted township board meetings that 
;asted long into the night as rural township residents debated the same growth issues that have made the new 15,000-square-foot fire station 
ecessary. The station had been expanded to three bays in 1974, when growth began to take off. Before the Caterpillar operator began 
winging his mighty shovel into the block walls of the station, several firefighters took a tour of their former sleeping quarters, which had been 
lutted. Furnaces, hot water heaters, and doors had been salvaged. Inside there was graffiti painted on the walls near empty shelves. 
Rrefighters pointed out leaky ceilings from which water dripped; rooms where they watched TV, ate and slept; and explained why there was no 
^re pole. “Fire poles were for getting you above the horses," said Champaign. It took all of a sunny afternoon to turn almost 50 years of history 
ito rubble from which dust rose as the parade of, firefighters’ cars departed.

Now using the elaborate;

after a while, make the’ inven¬ 
tory takers surly. But your in¬ 
sistence is necessary. When 
the inventory lists are submit-; 
ted to you, then you’ve got in ; 
your hand a de facto admission 
of “extra stuff I don’t really 
need.” 

And this serves not only as.

Belleville Planning Commission 
requests site plan review rules

Belleville’s Planning Com¬ 
mission asked the city council 
to address a long-standing dif¬ 
ference of opinion regarding 
site plan review at the Dec. 21 
regular meeting. 

Bob Baker, planning com¬ 
mission president, said he and 
Keith Boc, director of public 
service, have for quite some 
time disagreed over the plan¬ 
ning commission’s right to per¬ 
form site plan reviews. 

Boc was on vacation and not 
present at the meeting, but 
Baker presented the reasons 
why he feels the planning com¬ 
mission should be involved in 
site plan review. 

“The previous master plan 
in 1965 was never adminis¬ 
tered properly. It was pro¬ 
duced and put in a file and 
forgotten. And the planning 
commission is now involved in 
a process of developing a new 
master plan and if the plan¬ 
ning commission does not have 
site plan review, the new mas¬ 
ter plan would be filed and for¬ 
gotten and there would be 
none of the input that we have 
so diligently collected,” said 
Baker. 

He said the planning com¬ 
mission has for two years been 
working on the plan and, in or¬ 
der to save money, has done 
much of the legwork them¬ 
selves. 

He said they gathered data 
in order to find out what the 
citizens want, rather than 
“what others think Belleville 
should become.” 

The commission then hired 
a planner to assist. “Our plan¬ 
ner pointed out that if the 
planning commission did not 
have site plan review capa¬ 


bilities, then the master plan 
would only become a docu¬ 
ment in the file,” he said. 

He said 1994, the council 
passed an amendment, known 
as 94-303, article 20, which pro¬ 
vides the commission with site 
plan review. The dispute cen¬ 
ters around whether the 
amendment was intended 
strictly for the Victoria Com¬ 
mons condominium complex, 
or for all new construction. 

Baker said the commission 
believes there have been at 
least ten commercial buildings 
constructed that should have 
been reviewed. 

“Unlike his predecessor, 
Keith Boc has never used arti¬ 
cle 20 of the amendment, 
which is site plan review,” said 
Baker. “And when Keith was 
asked by a new planning com¬ 
mission member several 
times, ‘Are you sure the com¬ 
mission does not have site 
plan review?’ Keith answered, 
‘No,’ but he’d welcome it. So I 
thought he’d be happy when I 
went to him on Nov. 20, 1998, 
and showed him that we, the 
planning commission, did 
have site plan review approval 
process....He said that he 
thought 94- 303 was only a site 
condominium amendment and 
would not apply to all develop¬ 
ment....The reason he didn’t 
know this is he didn’t read it or 
didn’t understand it.” 

Baker asked council to re¬ 
adopt the amendment, and ap¬ 
ply it to all development. He 
presented cases in which the 
article was applied since its 
adoption, at other sites be¬ 
sides Victoria Commons. 

Other options, he said, 
would be to instruct Boc to ad¬ 
here to the article or declare a 
moratorium on all building un¬ 
til a decision could be made 
regarding site plan review. 


Council declined to take any 
of these actiqns immediately, 
but asked for the opportunity 
to closely review the article 
and add a resolution to the 
next meeting’s agenda. 

Council member Dr. Brian 
Loranger said, “Number one, I 
don’t think it’s fair to attack Mr. 
Boc when Mr. Boc isn’t here. 
There are several things that 
our past building officials 
have not done properly. The 
second thing is I got this [a 
copy of the article] today. I 
mean it’s all fine and good to 
discuss it today, but, I didn’t 
even have a chance to go over 
it, so as much as I appreciate 
everything Mr. Baker had to 
say, I’d like a chance to go over 
everything.” 

Further, said Loranger, “I 
don’t have a problem with site 
plan review, but my other 
point is the city has the ten¬ 
dency to drag its feet on things 
and I don’t want this to slow 
somebody down from coming 
here to build something if 
we’re going to make them wait 
three months until their site 
plan is reviewed.” 

Mayor pro tern Kay Atkins 
said, “I understand that Mr. 
Boc has primarily gotten most 
of his education from the city, 
from classes that the city has 
sent him to, and it amazes me 
that....a person going to these 
classes and seminars, rubbing 
elbows with other cities and 
communities-everybody else 
does site plan review. Be¬ 
lleville’s the only city I know of 
that doesn’t do site plan re¬ 
view.” 

She continued, “We need to 
look at this strongly. I need to 
ask council to back me. I ask 
that we do require Keith to en¬ 
force site plan review....It 
doesn’t make additional work. 
It’s like an insurance policy.”

Former student 
praises education 
at the park 

To the Editor: 

My name is Kim Reynolds. I 
am a 1997 graduate of Plym¬ 
outh Canton High School and a 
second year student at West¬ 
ern Michigan University. As a 
graduate I feel I can express 
the importance of my experi¬ 
ences at the park.

Such opportunities in¬ 
cluded, art classes, The Rock 
Cafil and Humanities. For a 
Salem student Canton pro¬ 
vided for them opportunities 
such as photography, auto, and 
Kiddie Campus. 

My senior year I enrolled in 
AP English, The Writing Cen¬ 
ter, Humanities, and Photogra¬ 
phy. My choices required that I 
travel from one building to an¬ 
other because Humanities, As¬ 
tronomy, and Pottery were 
only offered at Salem and AP 
English and photography were 
only offered at Canton. But to 
me having classes with the 
best teachers at both Salem 
and Canton was worth it. 
These classes prepared me for 
college as they gave me an 
edge over other students. Not 
only was I already accustomed 
to the work load, but I was also 
already adapted to lecture, 
small groups, group work, and 
walking across campus in 10 
minutes to make it to 
class. If I would not have taken 


Humanities, Approaching the 
Arts, or The Writing Center for 
example I would not have had 
the edge that I did when first 
arriving at Western. Dancing, 
art, critical thinking, analyz¬ 
ing, creating and maintaining 
groups, singing, test taking, es¬ 
say tests, revising papers, men¬ 
toring, one on one 
conferences, and the list goes 
on with the skills that I ac¬ 
quired by being exposed to 
these wonderful classes.

desires, and curiosities. 

I will end with these few sto¬ 
ries. When first arriving at 
Western I didn’t know every 
many people. Much small talk 
occurs the first week of school. 
Included in this small talk are 
things like where are you from 
and what high school did you 
go to, what was it like?

for myself that when this topic 
of conversation arose I could 
not wait to tell everyone about, 
my high school. A high school 
where we had an entire course 
booklet, a high school were we 
could experience classes out¬ 
side of the traditional.

Retired Inkster police offi¬ 
cer Ray Smith received a 
priceless gift for the holidays - 
his son's life. 

And members of the Wayne 
Memorial High School basket¬ 
ball team and coaching staff 
say “it’s a miracle.” 

Smith’s son, Taron, a junior 
at the high school and one of 
the key players on coach 
Chuck Henry’s team, was re¬ 


leased from the hospital on 
Sunday after spending more 
that 10 days - three of them in a 
coma - at the hospital where he 
was rushed after a car acci¬ 
dent. 

Smith suffered head inju¬ 
ries from the accident, and 
doctors at the University of 
Michigan Hospital only shook 
their heads after they exam¬ 
ined the young basketball star. 

“It is really a miracle,” said 
coach Henry, commenting on 
Smith’s recovery. “Never. 


Never underestimate the 
power of prayer.

Smith was at the wheel of 
his car and had dropped off a 
teammate in the city of Ro¬ 


mulus when the near fatal ac¬ 
cident occurred on Beverly 
Road. 

Smith apparently was 
pinned in his vehicle and Ro¬ 
mulus Rescue Unit members 


were forced to bring in the 
Jaws of Life to cut through the 
mangled steel to get to the vic¬ 
tim. 

Smith was airlifted to U of 
M Hospital after he was trans¬ 
ported to an area hospital, offi¬ 
cials said. 

“Everything is put into per¬ 
spective when something like 
this happens,” Henry later 
said. “No one around here 
thought Tara would come out 
of that coma. He did. They 
thought he would never get out 


of that hospital. He is home 
and is recovering. 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind that that young lad has 
the courage and the will to 
come back and play basketball 
one of these days. Nothing 
would not surprise me.” 

Tara, a 6-3 junior forward, 
was Wayne’s leading re¬ 
bounders and second- best 
scorer this season. 

Wayne was scheduled to
